Tho Dominion Militia. 

The Adjutant Onneral'H rbport, Avhich 
has just boon issued in printed form, af- 
fords information on tlie state of tlie mili- 
tia for the past year. The total force, 
cludjng gaz(!ttc(l ollicors. actually present 
with their corps during tho time . of,i,jthe 
annual drill, was ao,144. In adflit^t*? 
this number, men attended the itiwn- 
try schools of instruction, a large propor- 
tion beirsg oflloer» and non commissioned 
olHcers in militia coi'ps. Tlie actual force 
trained last year, cliielly in caini)s of ex- 
cercise, was tl.'d field artillery men, 1097 
garrasnn artillL>ry men, lOG engineers, and 
25,724 infantry ; the whole constituting 
the Canadian army of 30,144 men. Intho 
field artillery an increase of 208 men over 
last year is to be noted. The entire force 
is now organized by corps, comp.inios, 
battalions and batteries, into tncti'^al bri- 
^fiules of tho tlirco arms. In ni.'arly every 
instance each brigade forms a little army 
of itself .distributed according to tcaritor- 
ial brigade di vision. s, and tln' whole active 
fprce rests upon a lloservo of,jiractically, 
almost the entire male population of the 
Doniinion. 

The number of men who attended oamp 
drill in 1.S72 exhibits an increase overthc 
number in the prccocding year, the total 
for 1H7'2 being 'Jl' 1 44, against 22,.5t4 in 
1871. Tho gioatcr part cf the cavalry are 
now provided with Snider carbines of the 
same kind as that used by the Imperial 
regular cavalry. Scientiflo instruction 
in artillery oxcercisos has heon provided 
for, and the Jii>l<l batteries an^ now being 
armed, as fast as means will permit, with 
the sanio descrijilion of liold guns as those 
recently issued to the horse artillery of 
Her Majesty's regular army, in the _ place 
of tho old pattern field guns,. Tiiolnfantr' 
ry are all armed with Snider breech load- 
ing rifles and use the same kind of ammu- 
nition as thdt'used in tho regular army.

Nnw Yonif, July 29.— A letter from 
Kingston, Japa4qa,.«tateM that the isltMi* 
is Ruft'ering from "drought, the like of 
which has not boon experienced, for a 
great maiiy years. In some places ve|ja- 
tation is completely dosti'oyed, not even 
fodder for cattle is obtainblo. A very 
sni.all sugar crop will be reaped next 
year. The weather is favorable to the 
mani^^Otjire of tobacco, which, under 
Cuban mimagement, is progressing favor- 
ably.
